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CHRYSLER FILES MOTION TO CLOSE 
44 DEALERSHIPS IN ILLINOIS

Chrysler wants to eliminate 
roughly a quarter of its 3,200 
U,S, dealerships by early next 
month, saying in a bankrupt- 
cy court filing Thursday that 
the network is antiquated and 
has too many stores compet- 
ing with each other. 

The company, in a motion 
filed with the U,S, Bankruptcy 
Court in New York, said it 
wants to eliminate 789 deal- 
erships by June 9—44 of 
them in Illinois, Many of the 
dealers' sales are too low, the 
automaker said. Just over 50 percent of dealers 
account for about 90 percent of the company's 
U,S, sales, the motion said. 

Dealers were told Thursday morning through 
United Parcel Service letters if they would remain 
or be eliminated. The move, which the dealers 
can appeal, is likely to cause devastating effects in 
cities and towns across the country as thousands 
of jobs are lost and taxes are not paid, 

Chrysler spokeswoman Kathy Graham 
would not comment other than to say the 
company will notify dealers before speaking 
publicly, A hearing is scheduled for June 3 in US, 
Bankruptcy Court in New York to determine 
whether to approve Chrysler's motion, 

Don Burk, co-owner of Heritage Chrysler 
Jeep in Ozark, Mo,, said he found out that 


Chrysler plans to get rid of his 
dealership when he opened his 
UPS letter Thursday morning, 
“Right now I'm processing 
the information,” he said short- 
ly after reading the letter, “I'm 
sure I'm going to get with my 
partner and we'll decide what 
to do from here,” 

The dealership, in a city of 
about 10,000 near Springfield, 
Mo,, is involved in the commu- 
nity, sponsoring sports teams 
and even buying championship 
rings for the Ozark High School 
girls basketball team when it 
won the state championship several years ago, 
Burk said, 

“If you're a good-sized business, kind of by 
default you're involved a lot,” he said, 

Chrysler dealerships aren't the only ones 
scheduled to get bad news this week. General 
Motors says it is notifying 1,100 dealers that 
it will not renew their franchise agreements 
when they expire at the end of September of 
2010, 

Chrysler said in its filing that dealers are 
not competitive enough with foreign brands, 
Chrysler sold an average of 303 vehicles per 
dealer in 2008, according to its filing. By 
contrast, Honda sold about 1,200 vehicles 
per dealer, while Toyota sold nearly 1,300 per 
dealer.

Hearsay law invoked 
in 2005 slaying of girl 


The Drew Peterson law, which offers new state guidelines on hearsay evidence, was 
invoked in DuPage County Court on Thursday when a judge agreed prosecutors 
could use the statements of a slain girl in the pending trial of her accused killer. 

Joshua Matthews, 24, of Maywood, is charged with the 2005 slaying of former 
friend Sade Glover, 17, in the driveway of her Warrenville home. Prosecutors con- 
tend Glover was fatally shot numerous times because she had filed battery charges 
against him in July 2005 for punching her in the face. 

The law, which became effective in December 2008, expanded the use of hear- 
say statements by murder victims. 

The prosecutors want to use Glover’s oral and written statements to Warrenville 
police about the July 2005 battery case to claim at trial that Matthews had a 
motive to kill her. Knight said that even though Glover did not say she feared 
for her life or that Matthews had threatened it, her statements make the motive

Anatomy 
of a divorce 

Marriage of Peterson, Kathleen Savio under microscope

Six days before Kathleen Savio ’s lifeless 
body was found in an empty bathtub in 
her Bolingbrook home. Drew Peterson’s 
lawyer prepared papers telling his client 
he had been subpoenaed and was to be 
deposed in his ongoing divorce battle. 

Peterson, indicted last week on murder 
charges in Savio’s 2004 drowning death, 
stood to lose hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in the divorce from the sale of the 
couple’s home and Sud’s Pub, his Montgomery bar, 
according to court documents. Savio also was going 
after half of his police pension, which pays $6,000 a 
month. 

Instead of losing a bundle, Peterson got just about 
everything after Savio’s death, including custody of 
their two children. 

The Tribune has learned the state’s attorney’s office 
is making a closer examination of the divorce and 
what was at stake as it prepares for the prosecution of 
Peterson, who is scheduled to be arraigned Monday 

Harry Smith, the attorney who was representing 
Savio in her divorce, said this week he has turned 
over to prosecutors the subpoenas he had issued to 
Peterson regarding his pension and other financial 
matters. 

Smith, who twice testified before the grand jury 
investigating Savio’s death, said it’s his understanding 
that the county has hired financial experts to deter- 
mine exactly what the economic loss to Peterson 
would have been. A state’s attorney’s spokesman 


declined comment. 

“I’m sure that’s what Peterson feared— 
mostly that she was going to take every- 
thing from him,” said Sue Doman, Savio’s 
sister. 

Savio, 40, was found dead March i. The 
trial to settle the distribution of marital 
assets and child-custody issues was sched- 
uled for April 6, according to records. 

Joel Brodsky, Peterson’s attorney, said 
he wasn’t worried about the examination 
of his client’s divorce. 

“That’s a very weak motive because half the people 
in America get divorced. So that means almost half 
the people in America have motive to commit mur- 
der,” he said. “It’s not the strongest motive you’re ever 
going to come up with.” 

Brodsky said he believes the prosecution’s case 
hinges on the state’s new hearsay law— sometimes 
called Drew’s Law— which allows certain types of 
hearsay evidence into court. 

Peterson, a former Bolingbrook police sergeant 
and 29 -year police veteran, was already married to his 
fourth wife, Stacy, when Savio was killed. Although 
state police concluded at the time that her death was 
not suspicious — Stacy Peterson provided Peterson’s 
alibi, according to police reports— State’s Atty James 
Glasgow reopened the investigation after Stacy disap- 
peared in October 2007. 

Peterson, the suspect in Stacy’s disappearance, 
is being held on $20 million bond. He has denied 
wrongdoing.

Peterson’s attorney seeking lower bond 


Drew Peterson’s attorney, Joel Brodsky, said Thursday 
he is preparing a motion to ask a judge to drastically 
lower Peterson’s bond from $20 million to somewhere 
between $100,000 and $500,000. 

Peterson’s arraignment is scheduled for Monday 
and it’s expected that his bond also will be reviewed 
then. 

“I gave this a lot of thought,” Brodsky said. 


“Somewhere between $100,000 and $500,000 I 
think would be appropriate. He’s probably the best 
candidate for a bond in a homicide case in Will 
County”

has no criminal history, owns personal property, does 
not have portable income and no sums of money in

$12,000 in federal taxes because he took 
money out of a deferred compensation plan 
and didn’t have enough cash to pay the extra 
taxes on the additional income. 

“Every year I file my taxes, file them on 
time,” Stroger said on WVON’s (1690-AM) 
Cliff Kelley “The year before I just got a bill 
that was too big for me to handle at one time.” 

He said that while he was working on pro- 


posing a payment plan, the Internal Revenue 
Service placed a lien on his home. That lien, 
filed in March, was for $11,668 due to the IRS 
for 2007. 

“I’m paying in installments,” Stroger said. 
“I would never shirk my responsibility to pay 
taxes.” 

News of Stroger’s failure to pay his entire tax 
bill used came the day after he decided to block 
an attempt to repeal the penny-on-the-dollar 
tax increase enacted last year at his urging.

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Economy 
taking toll 
on hotels

Another sign of the slumping economy: vacancy signs posted at Chicago hotels. 

Chicago-area hotels saw a 59 percent occupancy rate last week, 14 percent lower than 
the same week last year, according to lodging industry tracker Smith Travel Research. 
Local hotels have been experiencing declining occupancy rates since 2007, the research 
company found. 

The news gets worse for hotel operators: The average daily rate for a Chicago hotel was 
$125.62 last week, a dip from $141.62 during the same time last year. 

However, the number of hotels in the city has stayed 
steady As of the end of April, the Department of Business 
Affairs and Consumer Protection counted 151 active hotel 
licenses in the city, said department spokeswoman Efrat 
Stein. There were 153 licenses in 2008 and 152 licenses in 
2007, Stein said. 

Hotels are not a luxury that can be enjoyed citywide. 

Many are concentrated downtown, near Midway and 
along the lakefront north of Fullerton Avenue . 

Stein said the location of the hotels is related to the demand for inns and zoning 
restrictions about where a hotel can be built. 

Hotels are permitted in downtown commercial areas, Stein said, but hotel opera- 
tors must seek a special-use zoning permit to build outside of downtown. 

These operators must notify residents within 250 feet of the proposed building 
site. The residents have the opportunity to object to the hotel at a zoning board 
hearing, Stein said. 

Besides zoning board approval, a hotel also must pay $165 for a hotel license, 
which is renewable every two years. Each hotel also pays $2.20 to the city 
per room. Hotel operators must secure a separate license if they plan to 
serve liquor, and they face annual inspections by the city buildings 
department.

HOTEL VS. BED-AND-BREAKFAST 

In Chicago, there’s a clear difference between a hotel and a 
bed-and-breakfast. 

The city defines a hotel as a commercial establishment in 
which seven or more sleeping accommodations are offered 
for rent. A bed-and-breakfast is defined as any building in 
which 11 or fewer sleeping rooms are available for rent or for 
hire for transient occupancy by guests. Guests do not include 
members of the owner’s family. 

The hotel license costs $165 plus $2.20 per room, while the 
bed-and-breakfast license costs $400. 

Both are subject to building inspections when there’s a 
complaint.

Pfizer to offer 70 top 
prescription drugs 

□ TRENTON, NJ. Pharmaceutical giant 
Pfizer says it will provide 70 of its most 
widely prescribed prescription drugs — includ- 
ing Lipitor and Viagra— for free to people who 
have lost their jobs and health insurance. 

The world’s biggest drugmaker said 
Thursday it will give away the medicines for 
up to a year to Americans who lost jobs since 
Jan. I and have been on the Pfizer drug for 
three months or more. 


The move could earn Pfizer some good- 
will in that debate after long being a target 
of critics of drug industry prices and sales 
practices.

Wolves in the Throne Room are as metal as 
the name implies, but this band is more than 
a band, or at least far from being a typical 
band— tossing back the brews and sleep- 
ing off a 
hangover in 
the back of 
the van as 
it rumbles 
down the 
road to the 
next gig. 

The quar- 
tet’s sound— as progressive as its lifestyle— is 
gorgeous and enthralling, weaving elements 
of ambient experimental and folk into its 
extreme heaviness. On the eve of a lengthy 
tour supporting the band’s latest album, 
“Black Cascade,” drummer Aaron Weaver 
discussed how the band lives and rocks and 
slaughtering goats (for all the right reasons). 

Where do the musicians caii home? 

A 1910 farmstead outside of Olympia, Wash. 
They reclaimed and rebuilt a dilapidated 
barn and other structures, where the band 
now records, has shows and lives. 

Is it true they are living off the grid? 

“That’s just a rumor. We have a DSL connec- 
tion. We use power. We’re anxious to move 
away from that and convert to solar power.” 

Are handy skiils a requirement for band 
members? 


“When we were looking for a new guitar- 
ist, we had a pros and cons list, and Will 
is a shade- tree mechanic, a handy guy all 
around— that was a big factor— so I’d say 
yes.” 

Who are their biggest influences: 

Anarcho-primitivism, Swedish black metal 
bands of the ’90s and American under- 
ground metal legends. Neurosis. 

How do those influences show up in Wolves 
in the Throne Room? 

‘All of those things, there is a radical critique 
of modernity There are ideas of going back 
to the land— but it’s extreme culture with- 
out the hippie ideal. Peace and love and rain- 
bows— that doesn’t resonate with me.” 

What’s the big difference between the 
West Coast black metal scene and the 
Scandinavian bands that inspired them? 


“The main difference was those bands were 
explicitly satanic; folks were genuinely pursu- 
ing left-hand path magic. West Coast black 
metal, the satanic spirit isn’t a part of it.” 

Wolves in the Throne Room’s officiai party 
line on Satan: 

“Worshiping Satan isn’t worthwhile or very 
intelligent.” 

What’s on the horizon for WITTR after this 
tour? 

“We have been doing music so much we dis- 
connected from homesteading. We are really 
committed to living in a rhythmic sort of 
rural way, and there’s so much to learn. I feel 
like every day I am on tour I’m not learning 
new skills I need to learn, so I’m excited to 
get home from tour in July— it’ll be about 
time to slaughter some of our goats, and har- 
vest time, so we can to get to work canning 
and preserving food.”

Barely legal 

Streakers, beware: Police can arrest or 
ticket people caught naked in public. 

According to state law, public 
indecency, a misdemeanor, is lewd 
exposure of the body with intent to 
arouse or satisfy sexual desires at a 
public place-any place where the 
conduct is “reasonably” expected to be 
seen by others. 

Chicago’s municipal code prohibits 
exposure of any area covered up by 
underwear or “any portion of the breast 
at or below the upper edge of the 
areola” of a woman in public. Violators 
could be fined $100 to $500 if they 
show those parts when sunbathing or 
walking in any public park, playground, 
beach (including the waters), school, 
municipal building or public way. 
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On vacation last spring with her sister and mom, Amy Beyer, 22, steered clear of topless and 
nude beaches in Italy “I don’t want to see old-lady boobs,” said Beyer, who lives In Roscoe 
Village. “It’s OK to be topless if you’re lying facedown on the beach,” she said. 

She doesn’t have to worry about seeing beachgoers sunbathe topless in the city: It’s 
forbidden at all Chicago beaches. 

But Brooke Leban, 27, of Downers Grove said a topless beach In Chicago “would be nice, 
because then you could tan without lines.” 


Bottom line: Keep your 
tops and bottoms on at 
Chicago beaches. Don’t 
forget the sunblock if you 
visit Illinois’ only nudist 
resort: Blue Lake Resort in 
Erie, near the Quad Cities.

Luna 

Real-life best friends 
reunite on the soccer 
field for ‘Rudo y Cursi’

REDEYE 

As international heartthrobs go, Gael Garcia Bernal and 
Diego Luna may be Mexico’s finest exports. 

So imagine a gal’s glee when given tbe cbance to interview 
tbe pair— in person! 

Tben imagine tbe gal’s dismay wben tbe publicist e-mails 
to say that Bernal is “feeling under tbe weather” and can’t 
make tbe interview 

Tragic. 

While RedEye wasn’t able to personally witness the 
Luna-Bernal magic that first hit movie screens in 2001’s “Y 
Tu MamaTambien,” it’s on full display in their new movie, 
“Rudo y Cursi.” It’s their first film together since the com- 
ing-of-age flick launched the pair into the global spotlight. 

In “Rudo y Cursi,” which opens Friday, Luna and Bernal 
play brothers nicknamed, respectively, “Rudo” (tough) and 
“Cursi” (corny). They’re living on a banana plantation in 
rural Mexico when a talent scout, impressed with their soc- 
cer skills, offers to recruit one of the brothers to play profes- 
sionally in Mexico City 

They let a penalty kick decide who goes, and Cursi wins — 
much to the ire of Rudo, who dreams of becoming a soccer 
player. Cursi, on the other hand, dreams of being a singer. 
Bernal performs a Spanish-language version of Cheap Trick’s 
“I Want Y)u to Want Me” in a pink-and-blue spangled outfit 
and cowboy hat. 

The movie, written and directed by Carlos Cuaron, who 
also wrote “Y Tu Mama Tambien,” is about the bonds of 
brotherhood and the pitfalls of sudden fame and fortune. 

As Luna and Cuaron devoured a late lunch on a recent 
Friday, Luna said that the movie doesn’t reflect his relation- 
ship with Bernal, his best friend since childhood. 

“Really, there’s no competition {between us] at all,” he 
said. “First of all, we are friends, not brothers. So we choose 
to see each other.” 

Luna, 29, and Bernal, 30, have followed similar paths in 
the eight years since “Y Tu.” Both now have infant sons 
(born within months of each other); both have directed 
their own movies (which were released at the same time); 
and both have starred in Oscar-winning films (Bernal in 
“Babel” and Luna in “Milk”). They also jointly founded a 
production company, Canana, that focuses on Mexican- and 
Latin American- themed films. 

Luna said he could tell that they’d matured when they 
reunited for the new film. 



“I like putting it this way,” Luna said. “In ‘Y Tu Mama 
Tambien,’ we were not in control of what we were doing ... 
Alfonso {Cuaron, the director and Carlos’ brother] had to 
push us many times back into track because we would get 
out of track easily And this time, we were much more in 
control.” 

Cuaron said Bernal and Luna complement each other as 
actors. Bernal, who went to theater school in London, is 
more technical, while Luna, acting since he was a toddler, 
is more instinctual. 

“They have this weird chemistry that saves you thousands 
of years of rehearsals,” Cuaron said. 

And who’s the better soccer player? 

“None of them,” Cuaron said. “They are both bad.” 

Luna said Cuaron doesn’t know what he’s talking about. 

“I’m glad Carlos is not in control of the national team of 
Mexico, because otherwise we wouldn’t be able to reach the 
World Cup,” he said. “This guy doesn’t know how to see fut- 
bol. Everything he calls a mistake is what others call talent.” 

While their characters struggle with the inflated egos 
and recklessness that can come with sudden fame, Luna 
said he and Bernal have found success slowly enough to feel 
grounded. 

“Because you’ve gotten so many no’s, you’ve hit so many 
walls ... once success comes, you know you worked for it,” 
Luna said. “It’s been a long run, and it hasn’t been great all 
the time. And it can always go wrong again and we know
